1. The announced purpose is to firing the Constitution of Pennsylvania 
into line with the New Heal, whose costly experiments have piled up an 
unprecedented public debt, retarded recovery and are in eon diet with 
the? Constitution of the United States and the American form of gov­ 
ernment. 


2. To further centralize all power and authority in Harrisburg, it is pro­ 
posed to abolish the State Senate (which slashed more than TR mil­ 
lions from the Governor’s program for 203 millions of new taxes) 
and create a single legislative body subservient to the Executive. 


3. Under the plan for consolidating local political units, Home Rule, as 
now carried out through local governments, administered by local offi­ 
cers, responsible only to the people, largely would disappear from 
Pennsylvania. 


4* The Legislature would have power to abolish fjhe Grand Jury, allow 
criminal indictments merely upon information, and provide for con­ 
victions upon less than a unanimous verdict by a jury.

whieh cannot he changed by an amendment approved by the people of 
Pennsylvania. 
4. (lur Constitution is the basis of our whole social, political and eco­ 
nomic structure, and every dictate of w isdom warns against completely 
rewriting it iii any period of economic unrest and political instability 
such as exists at the present time. And especially is that true when the 
chief advocates of th is revision would provide for waste ami extrava­ 
gance without limit, at a time when every need cries out for rcdMcing 
the costs of government and keeping new taxes lo a minimum. 
While proponents of a new Constitution have hailed their hopk with 
“ Social Security,’* exactly the same results eau he obtained by ail 
amendment of the ex istin g Constitution; hut we believe that the kind 
of social security every self-respecting Pennsylvanian wants in that 
which is to he had from imhistri il recovery resulting from the re­ 
moval of governmental interference with business, thus providing 
good jobs at good wages, and the ablAty of each to provide for self avid 
family, free of Federal, State or local charity.
